LAUDETUR IMMACULATA CONCEPTIO. 


N the year 1490, there died at Toledo, Spain, under wonderful circumstances, 
a saintly nun, Beatrice de Silva. When still a young maiden at the court of 
Queen Isabel of Castile, she had ben cast into prison by a jealous relative. 
There in the dungeon, the Blessed Mother of God revealed to her in an ap- 
parition that she had been chosen to found an order in honor of her Immacu- 
late Conception. 
| Wonderful events followed, and a still more wondrous life, spent in the 
bet a of heroic virtues. But it was not until 40 years later (1490), that Beatrice could 
carry out the will of the Immaculate Queen of Heaven. 

The order soon spread over many countries, the nuns leading a pure contemplative 
lifé in the strictest cloister, until 1910 special dispensations were given by the Holy See 
fer a foundation in the mission of North Brazil. 

The sisters of this new branch, known as the Missionary Poor Clares of the Immac- 
ulate Conteption, employ themselves in the different works of charity. Their first es- 
tablishment was made in’ Santarem, on the Amazon. There the sisters have a wide and 
grateful field of labor, the diocese being larger than the territory embraced by the 
States of New York and Pennsylvania. 

Their chief concern are the orphans, the poor and thé sick. Every day 
little children from lives of misery and deaths of darkness. Indian, Negro, 
tuguese, all are taken home by them and prepared for the battle of life. 

The diseases met with in this part of the earth are numerous. Tropic 
most common, but leprosy is the most hideous. In 1924 a Priest died in hut in the 
center of a swamp. He was a leper, and he.contracted the disease from a sting of a 
mosquito that had just come off a leper penitent whose confession he was hearing. 

The sisters go around and do their best for these poor lepers. That is, they wash 
and dress their wounds and replace with ¢lean cloths the palm-leaves that the victim 
uses to cover his sores. But they have no hospital; and the result of their labors is in- 
significant in proportion to what they could do if they had an organized iene# hospital. 

In 1922 the Missionary Poor Glares made their first foundation in. this couttry. T 
novitiate house is at Paterson, N. J. With it is combined a Chapel of Perpetua! 
tion. There, beneath the shadow of the Tabernacle, in the constant presence of 
Divine Master the young postulants and novices prepare themselves for their sublime 
vocation. Clothed & the raiment of their Immaculate Queen, a white habit and blue 
mantle, such as our Blessed Lady wore when she appeared to Blessed Beatrice, the sisters 
spend their days in prayer and humble labors. In honor of the Immaculate Conception, 
they wish to work for the preservation of innocence in whatever manner God may direct 
them, be it by a hidden life of prayer and Sacrifice, or by laboring in the mart of life, 
only that souls may be saved, that lilies of purity may bloom in the garden God to 
rejoice the eye of the Divine Gardener and His Blessed Mother.—4 Sister of thé Mis.
